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BERNARD SAWACKI, 19, 
MURDERS HENRY ALLAIN, 
AGED PEMBROKE FARMER 


Bernard (Knifey) Sawacki, 19 
year aid Chicago youth, former 
St. Charles school inmate, boldly 
confessed the slaying of Henry 
A 11ain, an aged bachelor living 
alone, near the Mills ranch, south 
of Momence, Friday. The youth 
was arrested Monday at the home 
of his mother, 5036 Princeton ave. 
Chicago, where he went following 
a three-day orgy of murder and 
crime. 

Authorities here were notified 
Monday to find the body of a 
man, whom the youth said he had 
shot because, 4i he is the old guy 
that got me sent to St, Charles, 
Put the finger on me, the stinking 
squealer. I hate squealers,’" 

Sheriff Dan Bergan and Deputy 
Walter Bauer of Kankakee, and 
Deputy Cecil Duguay went to the 
vicinity which the youth was not 
exactly sure of and with the help 
of neighbors, found the body of 
the Pembroke man, near a pump 
about 400 yards behind AUains 
two room tar paper shack, locat¬ 
ed in an out of the way place in 
the woods, The body, badly de¬ 
composed, due to the three day 
exposure of sun and heat, was 
taken to the receiving vault at 
the Momence cemetery. Burial 
was made Tuesday afternoon in 
the St. Anne Cemetery. 

Sawacki, a cocky and boastful 
youth, who had been sent to St 
Charles Reformatory several 
years ago after being picked up 
by Deputy “Hoppy” Hansen, for 
running away from a Chicago 
parental institution to go to the 
William Glennon farm in Pem¬ 
broke, told the following story: 
“I was sent to St, Charles from 
Momence, and there was three 
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guys I wanted io get for that. 




















Two of them were farmers and 1 
the other was the sheriff (Han- 1 
son), I was down there Friday < 
and got this one farmer, I killed i 
him, and left him lying alongside 
a stone wall, near a well. 

“Then I came back to Chicago, < 
but 1 was going back down later \ 
and get the other two." ) 

Sawacki is quoted by Chicago e 
authorities as saying he shot 
Allain once "then another time < 
for good measure,” when the 1 
farmer ordered him Off the farm, i 
The pockets were rifled, “I got 1 
20 bucks, but there was a lot 
more in the house that I didn't 1 
take,” the youth said. Hidden in ; 
fruit jars inside the shack, Sheriff h 
Bergan found $181 in silver, ( 
Sawacki was arrested Monday t 
afternoon at his mothers home in 
Chicago, following the shooting 
of a former friend and parolee of 
the St, Charles school a 19 year- j 
old youth who was with a young 
woman in a park, and the slay- - 
ing of Policeman Charles J. ! 
Speaker, 58, veteran of the park i 
force* * 

After leaving Momence, Friday, 
Sawacki hitch-hicked to Chicago, J 
looked up Charles Kwasinski* 17, 1 
and Clarence Schwark, 16, both : 
parolees, and wanted them to em- I 
bark on a holdup career, but they ] 
were reluctant, ; 

However, the three started out, 
Sawacki keeping his gun wrap- 1 
ped in newspaper, i 

The three youths got into a j 
fight in front of a hotel at 16th < 
and State streets because Sawacki 
wanted to hold up the place and 
the others demurred. Kwasinkt is 
said to have lunged for the gun 
and was shot in the leg. Shooting 
at Schwark, Sawacki missed and 
the youth went on alone. 

He then went to the south side, j 
wandering into a park about 11 
pi m, 

“I saw a fellow and a girl on 
the grass. The guy seemed to be 
asleep, but the girl was frighten¬ 
ed, She jumped up and asked 
what I wanted, I told her it was 
a holdup, and to keep her mouth 
shut." 
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The girl put up a fight, scrat¬ 
ching the youth with her nails 
from his eye to his chin. Her com- 
panion leaped to his feet but was 
shot down. As the man lay dying 
Sawacki rifled his pockets to ob¬ 
tain a dollar or so. 

The young woman was, Mrs. 
Mary Wodarezyk, 22, 5036 S. 

Throop St Chicago, mother of 
two children, her companion was 
John Miller, 19, of 5542 W. 63rd 
place. 

From here he went downtown 
to an allnight movie, after which 
he had a good breakfast and then 
went to Jackson Park, 

Here he got into a car with a 
man and woman and told them 
it was a stick-up. Soon a cop was 
seen and the driver of the car 
hollered for help. The policeman 
drew his gun but Sawacki shot 
him in the eye, killing him in¬ 
stantly. Robbing the couple in the 
car, he then ran to the 1. C. tracks 
took a train downtown and went 
to another movie. Wishing to re¬ 
member his mother with a gift, 
he bought her some candy and 
went home. 

The killer was seized by Chi¬ 
cago police upon information giv¬ 
en by the <( pal” who dodged his 
bullets Sunday night in front of 
the hotel. 

Sawacki, a Chicago foundling, 
had lived in Pembroke township, 
at the farm of William Glennon, 
having been farmed out by a 
Cook county institution in 1935. 
The Glenn on *s for some reason 
or other sent him back but he re¬ 
turned. Deputy 1 John “Hoppy” 
Hanson returned him to the in¬ 
stitution but he ran away the 
j second time, Hanson again pick¬ 
ing him up. The Pembroke farm¬ 
er whom he killed is blamed for 
turning him in. He was then sent 
to the state school at St Charles 
but paroled Feb* 17 s 1940, to the 
care of his mother. 

The Glennons are said to have 
tried to help the boy become a 
: good citizen and go to church but 
he made the remark “Fd kill any- 
I body,” 

Residents of the Pembroke vi¬ 
cinity saw the boy on Thursday 
and he was seen in the yard back 
of the Progress office, Friday 















evening, where he appeared to 
be resting.

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Inquest Held In Allain | 
Murder Case Thursday 

A jury composed of Wilbur 
King, Jesse Hayden, Ben Bukow- 
ski, Wm. Burch, George Ward 
and Fred Beyerlein, heard the de¬ 
position of Bernard Sawicki, 19 
year old Chicago youth, in which 
he confessed the slaying of Henry 
Allain of Pembroke township, 
Thursday morning. 

A gun shot wound in the head 
by a 22 caliber pistol held by 
Sawicki was the cause of death 
of the aged man. 

The youth in his confession 
stated he wanted money from the 
old man. 

Sawicki, this week also confess¬ 
ed the slaying of a former pal,

KILLED BY THE CARS. 


John Bales, the Watch 
man at the South-side 
Crossing Crushed to Death 
Under the Wheels. 


Mr, John Rales, an old and highly r?- 
si *ectcd and esteemed citizen oi this city- 
was this week, the victim til one of the 
mo61 horrible accidents in the history 
of Momence, 

On Monday morning, shortly alter 12 
o'clock, Messrs Oscar Reynolds and Jas. 
Narv, Jr,, night workman at the coal 
chutes of the C & I'M* rail road were at 
their usual occupation of unloading coal 
into the pockets for the use of the en¬ 
gines, There were seven cars up in the 
chute, part of them lull and part empty. 
In moving them along for convenience 
in unloading, one got out on dir mainc 
and being attached to five of the others, 
the whole six were soon in motion, 1 Le 
workmen sprung for the brakes audtned 
to slop them, but were unable to do so 
a „d in spile of their efforts, the six cars 
went down the incline and out on ihe 
track at the base. On stopping ilivm, 
the men started back aiong the track, 
when to their horror they found the body 
of a man lying between the rails at the 
bottom of the incline and just north of 
the Indiana street crossing. The body 
was headless, the head being icmnd 
about 60 feel away as well as one of \he 
feet. He was soon found to be Mr. John 
Bales, the night flagman at the crossing, 
who has been a faithful and trusted em¬ 


ploye of the company for the past itn 


years. 
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Messrs Robert Pitt man, W. J- Haney 
and F. G. Gammon, were quickly called 
by telephone, by I' rank Massey, nig t 
watchman at the round house, and alter 
taking careful observation of al! the sur¬ 
roundings, removed the body to under¬ 
takers, Melby & Hal pin, where they 

were properly tended to. 

The direct cause ot this horrible acci¬ 
dent is not known and no one witnessed 
the calamity. The commonly accepted 
theory however, is that Mr. Bales was in 
the flagman's house, as hearing the 
sound of the moving cars in the chute, 
rushed out to attend to his duty at the 
crossing, as train No. 57 was nearly due. 
As was his custom, he probably stood on 
ihe track at the base of the incline to 
look up and down the main track. Fht n 
not knowing of the coal cars coming 
front the chute, he became an easy vie- 

rim* 

Coronor Clark, of Kankakee, was im¬ 
mediately notified and he came up on 
the morning train. A jury was empan-

While Testing His New Patent 
Fire Escape, the Cable is Cut 
and the Inventor Falls Four 


t 
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Stories# 

Last Saturday morning Harry H. 
Barsalou, the Supt, of the Momence 
Lake lee Co,, of this city, went to 
Hoopeston, for the purpose of trying 
his new patent Fire Escape. He had 
made a success of business, he had a 
happy home, the world looked^ very 
bright to him, and he left town in the 
happiest frame of mind, th s being no* 
ticed by his friends. But the future is 
kindly veiled from us and he did not 
know that this was his farewell to Mo- 
mence, and to all on earth that was 
dear to him. 

It seems that Mr, J. S. McFerren and 
other Hoopeston capitalists had become 
interested in his patent and wished to 
see it tested. The announcement was 
made that Mr, Barsalou would test his 
fire escape and a large crowd gathered 
in front of the new McFerren building 
at about 2 o'clock. 

At the appointed time Mr* Barsalou 
ascended to the fifth story. He had 
tried the invention many times and it 
was with perfect confidence that he 
strapped the belt, to which was attach¬ 
ed the fire escape, around his waist and 
fastening the cable, stepped off into 
space, and as it proved, into eternity. 
He had placed a 2x4 piece of timber on 
the window sill to protect the cable. 
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He descended all right for one story, 
when the cable caught and stopped. 
The watchers below noticed that ho 
I was in trouble and that he was trying 
to start the machine. Suddenly the 
cable snapped and the inventor plunged 
downward. He fell with his feet fore¬ 
most until he reached the first floor, 
when his feet struck the building and 
he turned in the air, Ills head and shoul¬ 
ders striking in a pile of crushed stone, 
i His skull was fractured and he received 
many other injuries. He was picked 
up by friends and Drs. Russell, Ad sit, 
and Me Cough cy did all that human aid 
could do, but Harry Barsalou’s life 
went out—he never spoke again. 

His wife was notified at once and she 
and their only daughter, Beatrice, went 
to Hoopeston on the first train, 

The news of Mr. Baraalou's accident 
and death spread rapidly over Momenee 
and every one had some expression 
of sorrow, and words of praise for the 
dneeased, who was honored and respect¬ 
ed by alt. 

H, H, BarsaIou r Jr. was born at St. 
Aim®, III., March 20, 1866, and died 
Aug, IS, 1906, aged 40 years and u 
months. Ho lived in his native town un¬ 
til ho was IS years old and then went 
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to Pullman, Ill. P and was employed m 
Pullman shops as car builder, and re¬ 
mained there two years. From there 
| he went to Sr. Louis and from there to 
Cincinnati, and Wilmington, .Dob, hav¬ 
ing employment in the car shops at 
each city. Later he returned to Chica¬ 
go and was engaged as contractor and 
builder. He next went to Fowler, Ind,, 
where he was in business with his 
brothers. 

On July 4, 1893, he was united in 
marriage with Miss Sadie E. Yoakum, 
of Fowler, Ind,, who with their only 
daughter, survive him. Soon after 
their marriage they moved to Mo¬ 
rn cnee when he followed his trade as 
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contractor and builder until four years 0 
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! ago when he accepted the position of 
Superintendent of the Momence Lake 
fee Company, He was a reliable busi¬ 
ness man and his work was very satis¬ 
factory* 

He had an inventive turn of mind, 
i and bad secured several patents* His 
fire escape is considered a success in 
spite of the fact that it cost him his life* 
The cable, after hia fall* showed that 
the 2 x 4 had slipped and the cable 
which consisted of 19 strands of wire, 
was cut off instead of breaking. Had 
the building been completed and the 
cable properly fastened, this would not 
have occurred. 

The remains were brought to Mo¬ 
mence, Sunday morning and the funer¬ 
al was held Monday afternoon at the 
residence, conducted by Rev* Strangei, 
of the Third Christian Science church, 
of Chicago, Mr* Earsalou being a mem¬ 
ber of that church and an ardent be¬ 
liever in that system of religion. 

The funeral was largely attended by 
our representative business men and the 
pall bearers were: F. L. Stewart, of 
Rossville, A. Newkomb and Geo. N&tt- 
komper, of Terre Haute, L- J* Tiffany, 
J. J* Kirby and C. B* Astlo, of this

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NEWELL BEEBE 
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In the same year that Illinois was ad- 
mitted to the Unioiii jSi8 , Sept, 20, the 
subject of this sketch, who was to be one 1 
of the most useful citizens of this state 
and county, was born hi Wmdhall, Ben- j * 
nington County, Vermont, which is not 
far from the old battle field of Henning- 
ton, and he died Jan, jy, k> 04 > having 
lived through a period of 85 years, 2 
months and 27 days. During his long 
life, he witnessed not only the growth of 
this state, but saw the nation pass 
through many crises. 

He was of Irish-Welch extraction, 
which, perhaps accounts for his great 
physical strength and happy disposition. 
His father was one of the early settlers 
of New England and was a hotel keeper. 
But with a desire to increase his tort tine 
and give his family a better chance, 
moved to Illinois in 1836, and settled 
at Beebe's Grove, then in Will County. 

Newell was the youngest of a family 
gf Jour children, two sons and t wo daugh¬ 
ters, His brother, Orson Beebe, be¬ 
came a lawyer ol note, and was elected 
probate judge of the county. Newell re- 
ceived a good education in the public 
schools of Vermont, and when he came 
to Illinois, put it to practical use. It 
was such families as this one* who trans¬ 
formed the raw prairies of Illinois into 
fine farms and made the wilderness to 
blossom as a rose.

His story is a pathetic one- They 
moving overland, got stalled in the mud, 
and while waiting a few days the Mife 
took sick with small pox, dying four 
days later* This all happened during 
the small pox epidemic which visited 
St Anne in the late Ws and from 
which so many people died, Mr. Blod¬ 
gett came to town and secured the 
help of a man to help him bury the 
wife. Her remains were laid away 
in the Legg cemetery northwest of 

town* 

Mr* Blodgett was also taken down 
with the small pox but recovered and 
afterwards moved to the Pacific coast* 

His last trip here has been a futile 
one, not only being unable to learn 
the names of those who assisted him 
in his trials but also unable to locate the 
grave upon which he wishes to erect a 
monument.

His 
boyhood was spent on the farm. He 
came to Momence, August 27, 1863 , and 
this has since been his home, 

in the war of the rebellion he took an 
active part. He enlisted in Co* A* of the 
4 lb III Cavalry, which was later con* 
solicited with Co, G, of (he 12th 111 , 
Cavalry* with which he served through 
the remainder of the war. He received 
wounds from which he suffered the rest 
of his life* At the close of the war* he 
returned home with a clean record as a 
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soldier. 
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November 24, t 368 , he was united in 
marriage with Miss Anna Vankirk, who 
survives him. Two children came to 
bless this union, William H., who died 
August [4, 1900, and C. M. Clay Buntain, 
who is now a successful attorney in Chi¬ 
cago. 

In politics he was always a republican, 
and as a reward for faithful service, was 
appointed postmaster at Momence, by 
President Harrison. July 19. 1889. He 

look charge of the office August 19, 1SS9, 
and filled the office with credit to him¬ 
self and satisfaction to the patrons. On 
Jan 15, 1891. he was again appointed 
postmaster and served until 1895. As a 
friend ot Governor Joseph W. Fifer he 
was appointed as a delegate to the inter¬ 
state Cattleman’s Association, in iSqo, 
and met with that body of representative 
men, at Fort Worth Texas.

Early m life he be¬ 
came a member of the M. E. Church at 
Paris III., and believed in the doctnnes 
of that church. While he felt h.s own 
weakness he believed in the teachings 
of Jesus Christ.

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Life History of L. YV, Calkins. 

Lester Warren Calkins was born at 
Albany, N. Y. ‘ July 16, 1844, departed 
this life at his home in Momence, Jan. 
12, 1910, aged 65 years, 5 months and 
27 days. When but a child his parents 
moved to this state settling on a farm 
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not far from Minonk. 

Mr. Calkins was married at St. Anne 
to Miss Mary Gumphrey, Oct. 18, 1862. 
Nine children were born to them, five 
of whom are still living. 

He came to Momence in 1864 and 
from that time until his death was no 
small f actor in the business life of the 
place. For many years he was a con¬ 
tractor and builder, having learned his 
trade under Mr. James Lloyd. In the 
year of 1888 he built the Keyser-Cal- 
kins block, and in 1889, the) Hoag, Bun- 
tain, Ruger, Spry block on Front Street. 
In 1901 he built the splendid hay pal¬ 
ace, For some time he was superin¬ 
tendent of the Momence Creamery Co, 
In the year of 1880, on a small scale, he 
went into the furniture and undertak¬ 
ing business, occupying a small room 
on River Street. In 1884 he removed 
to Front Street, increasing his stock, 
and in 1886 added groceries, dry goods, 
boots and shoes. In 1888 he moved his 
stock into the store which he, himself 
had built, and in which the business of 
L. W. Calkins & Son i.i s'ill carried on. 
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In 1890 Mr. Calkins built the Electric 
Light Plant, and for eighteen years 
conducted it, when it burned. 

Mrs. Calkins died May 13, 1893. Af¬ 
ter her death Mrs. Ann Vicory and her 
daughter Gertrude kept house for him j 

for nearly four years. 

On April 13, 1897, he was married to 
Mrs. Mary Lucinda Wilson, of Fort 
Wayne, Ind. His widow, five children, 1 
three sons, S. W., and 0, L. of Mo- 
mence, and Frank, of Chicago; two 
daughters, Mrs, Frank Brown of Low¬ 
ell, and Mrs. Arthur Beyerlein, of Mo- 
mence. He also leaves eight grand¬ 
children, three brothers, and one sister

The account above of the business 
enterprises of Mr. Calkins, reveals 
much of the man He was energetic, 
enthusiastic, aggressive. One of his 
business associates since his death has 
borne testimony in strong language as 
to the forcefuiness of his life. He de¬ 
clared L. W. Calkins to have been a 
very remarkalble man, to have had in 
his business life the best interests of 
Momence ever in view. He gives him 
the credit of being the unselfish inspir¬ 
ation of much of the advance and im¬ 
provement that have been made. 
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In 1869 our brother was converted to 
God and united with the M. E. Church 
of this place. From that time until 
the day of his death, in all the affairs 
of the church he had a large place. 
For many years he was superintendent 
of the Sabbath School. He was a very 
efficient steward and was a member of 
the Board of Trustees and at the time 
of his death its president. In his relig¬ 
ious life he was quiet, not much given 
to the expression of his inner life. He 
believed he could best honor the Church 
and the Church’s Master by a just and 
kindly life. 

He was never a robust man physically 
and what he did, he did in spite of many 
handicaps. He had a courageous spirit 
and did not believe in giving up readily. 
He fought his fight with his last illness 
in the same spirit with which he had 
dared and done all his life, and died as 
he had liyed, unconquered. He had no 
fear of death. To him had been given 
the victory that overcometh the world, 
even the victory of faith.

Remarks at Father Calkins* funeral 
j by Rev. G. C* Shaffer, of Milford, III: 
That he was born in one state and died 
in another is doubly true of Father 
Galkina. Indeed, we are all born in 
the same state, a state of sin; but it is 
made possible for us to live and die in 
a state of grace. His death removes an 
old landmark from this city, a con¬ 
spicuous figure of nearly half a century. 
As a mechanic the homes he built are 
still occupied by the living, while the 
builders are no more. As a business 
man his business has dropped into the 
hands of others and as a churchman his 
seat must remain vacant or oe filled by 
another. As touching his life, Father 
Calkins was a man of conviction. He 
carefully thought things out, reached a 
logical conclusion from which he could 
not be swayed, and he had the courage 
of his convictions. Our brother was a 
manly man, true to his friends and all 
that he said or did was out in the open. 
A practical Christian man, more than 
forty years a member of the Methodist 
Episcopal church in Moinence, a stay to 
the church when it was young in years 
and a center post around which the 
church grew, His contributions were 
of the longest and the largest, a Meth¬ 
odist of a single fault, in his contribu¬ 
tions he thought of the needs of the 
church rather than his own. Father 
Calkins was always a friend of the 
the pastor. In conversation with him 
concerning the workings of the church 
from its earliest days, he had a good 
word to say for every pastor that ever 
served the church, and not only did he 
have a warm place in his heart for 
every preacher and a “God bless you’* 
in their departure, but every preacher 
has the same kind of feelings in his 
heart for Father Calkins; and when as 
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preachers we meet at annual conference 
and talk of old charges and old friends 
this friend of all is spoken of in the 
highest esteem. It seems to me that a 
eritage so priceless is worth more 
than all the gold that could be piled at 
one's feet or honor placed on the head. 

The family oi the deceased fully ap¬ 
preciate the sympathy and many acts 
of kindness which they received.

Crushed by the Cruel Wheels 
of a Coal Car, and Died 
Beside the Tracks. 


Its an old story, “Man killed in the 
yards. ' * But it never loses its sadness 
to the public, and the heartaches of the 
relatives never grow less. This time it 
was doubly sad, because it was one of 
our own boys, one who was known and 
held in highest esteem by all— Elmer 
D. Chlpman, switchman, son of Mr. 
and Mrs. M. F. Chipman, of this city. 
About 9 o'clock Wednesday evening, 
the news was told on the streets that 
Elmer Chi pm an had just been killed in 
the C. & E. L yards* It seemed almost 
impossible, but a visit to the depot was 
sufficient to convince those who had 
dared to hope the report was untrue. 
There he lay where the hands of his 
fellow workers had tenderly borne him, 
and stout-hearted as these boys are, 
they shed tears over the remains of 
their fallen comrade. But the saddest 
of all was that his wife, his parents, 
and his brothers and sisters had to be 
told of the terrible accident, and their 
grief was almost <; too heavy for mortal 
to beaf. 7 * 
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Elmer had been working for the 
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company about two months, having 
been a switchman tire most of the time. 
He went to work at 6 o'clock, under 
Conductor J. W. Collins, who was _ in 
charge of switch engine No. 101, with 
E. T. Ryan switchman and J. A. Camp¬ 
bell, engineer. They were switching in 
the tracks known as the Brazil yards, 
in this city, when the accident happened. 
The engine was pushing about 15 cars, 
and Elmer was cutting them off and the 
engine was kicking them into the 
different tracks. The one which caused 
the accident was a coal cai, fe- & J--> 
No. 5316 coupled to No. 12127, which 


had a defective coupling pin. Elmer 
was trying to cut off the car and from 
the story told by the crew, climbed on 
the car, which was moving about four 
miles an hour. In some way he fell 


and was caught beneath the wheels, 
two of which passed over him and a 


third held him fast. As soon as possi¬ 
ble the crew moved the car and the 
boys moved him outside the rails, where 
he died in about 20 minutes. Before 
passing away he stated that the bioken 
pin caused him to fall.

David Craft Killed by Arthur 
Moyer, a i lire*.! Hand. 
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Moyer is Under Arrest and n 
Craft’s Wife Under Suspi¬ 
cion for Complicity. 

The north eastern part of Kankakee i 


county was thrown into a State of intense 
excitement last Friday evening by the 
revelation that Douglas Craft, living on 
the farm of Cyrus Pattee, on the Slate 
line one-half mile south ot the Will coun¬ 
ty line, had been fatally slug and his 
farm hand* Arthur Moyer wounded in the 
arm, but not seriously. 

Moyer’s version of the affair was, that 
at about 7:30 o'clock, his employer sen 
him to the house ior the shot gun as he 
wished to shoot a cat, that upon receiv¬ 
ing it in a corn bin hi the barn, where he 
was getting corn to feed some stock, 
Craft turned and shot at him where be 
stood several loot dishint. I lien turning 
the gun upon himself he fired the fatal 
shot which ended his life. His story 
would not bear investigation and was 
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proved to he- utterly, wrung by various 
evidences. The wounds of Mr. Craft 
were partly in ihc- back of the head and 
partly in the back of shoulder, showing 
that the charge was scattered and had 
been fired from a distance ulseveral feet. 
Experiments afterward showed that 
about the same result would be obtained 
at a distance of about ib feet, and that 
a discharge at short range would make 
a clean hole through an inch board, 
p i ],e victim held a lantern in his hand at 
* the lime of the assault, which was still] 
in his grasp when lie was found, l he 
gun was found a few feel away liom the 
dead man and two charges of No. 6 shot 
had been fired. 

The wound of the hired man was ir> 

' the arm and not very deep,but she cloth-

The Sheriff found the prisoner at Low¬ 
ell, and had to persuade him t > return 
with him to the scene of the crime, to ex¬ 
plain and clear himself ol suspicion.
